Extract from a Funeral Discourse 
Delivered at Sonora, July 1, 1853, occasroned hy the 


death of Hon. George Ketchum, of Marshall. 
Michigan, by Rev. 5. S. Harmon. 


Text—* Thus saith the Lord, set thy house 
in order, for thou shalt die and not live.“ —2nd 
Kines, 20: 1. 

“ But you will expect me to say something of 
the deceased. Of his early history we know but 
little. It was doubtless one of no little adven- 
ture; for during our late war with England. 
though only a boy of seventeen summers, he 
was employed by the commander of the forces 
on the northern frontier in several enterprises of 
great difficulty and peril. Their scene was the 
waters of Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence. 

“ Though the events of his early life are not 
familiar to us, so much of his manhood is krown 
as to make it certain that wherever he has lived, 
he has left his mark. The Erie, and the Ohio 
and Chesapeake Canals, successively felt the 
impress of his skill and energy. He subse- 
quently emigrated to Michigan, and was one of 
the first settlers of the large and flourishing vil- 
lage of Marshall. By his enterprise in various 
internal improvements, in opening high-ways, 
and in constructing railroads, he became one of 
the most useful and prominent citizens of the 


State. [In 1850 he came to Calitornia across the 
plains. He built the first plank road in this 
State. The cities of San Francisco and Sacta- 


mento will long attest his industry and his 
public spirit. The canal of the Trolumne Hy- 
draulic Association was the last great work of 
his undertaking. Forming an opinion of the de- 
ceased from his deeds,—deeds that shall live 
while water runs and rocks are unmelted, and 
from the expressious of regret and sorrow that 
fall from the lips of every individual, Judge 
Ketchum was a citizen that California could 
least afford to lose. He has helped to develop 
her resources more, perhaps, than any other man. 
By his labor and his skill he has added im- 
mensely to her wealth. Many an industrious 
miner already begins to reap the truits of his 
strong mind and iron nerve. And when the gi- 
gantic work which his master spirit conceived 
shall have been tully completed (and had it not 
been interrupted by his mortal sickness it would 
have been consummated ere this) it will en vour- 
age many thousand other hearts and nerve many 
thousand other hands to industrious and _profita- 
ble toil amid all these ravines and on these 
mountain slopes. The hearts of many thousand 
_honest, stalwart miners shall beat with the en- 
uobling impulses of gratitude at the sight and 
in the enjoyment of what his mind projected 
and his power executed. George Ketchum 
needs no monumental pile to transmit his mem- 
ory to posterity: The channels of internal com- 
merce which his skill and energy have opened 
in the Empire aud Key-stone States ; the iron 
lines of inter-communication which his hands 
have laid amid the swamps and prairies of the 
Peninsular Commonwealth ; the highway on 
the Pacific coast ; his Herculean labors by which 
he compelled Tellus to invade the dominions of 
Neptune ; and the noble structure which he has 
so recently caused to rise like magic on the 
slippery verge of dizzy precipices, with which

Habits of the Iron Duke. 


From an article in the Apnl number of the 
Quarterly Review, descriptive of the private 
apartments and habits of the late Duke of Wel- 
lington, we select the following extracts: 


' He possessed the uncommon and enviable 


faculty of commanding instautaneous sleep, and. 
however critical the moment, could surrender 
himself to nature's best restorer, whether on a 
bench under a tree, or anywhere. to awake: re- 
freshed as wgiant, and ready again for any work. 
He seldom tailed to make this vood use of the 
rare occurrence Of a spare hour. He could face 
without fear the 4emou, Responsibility, before 
whom inferior minds quake and quail, and, hav- 
ing done his best, leave-the final issue toa high- 
er power. Three years “spent under canvass in 
India taught him the comfort ot the ground-floor, 
and on it his sleeping cot was placed both bere 
and at Strathfieldsaye—where indeed the cot 
was merely a sofa: at Walmer he. had a little 
camp-bed, which he brought with him and took 
away. Curtained indulgences and eider-down 
pillows had no charms for him, whose hard mat- 
trass was so narrow that all stretchings were 
impossible ; he heartily approved the old saying 
that “when a man catches himself turming in 
his bed it is time for him to turn out ;” and he 
often enough did so himself, lighting his.tire 
with his own hand, for he slept tar away from 
servants. An old military cloak was always 
laced at uight within reach, that he might cever 
himself if chilly; this rehe still remains in his 
dressing-room, and he had drawn it over his 
shoulders during the last night of his life. 

The Duke kept his bedroom plain, that noth- 
ing might interfere with the real purpose—sleep 
—or distract the oblivious sensations that side 
into death’s counterfeit. A few poor framed 
prints are here placed above the doors, chiefly, 
as he said, to be “ out of the way.” One is of a 
Russian general, whose name nobody can spell : 
another is of an engineer equally unknown to 
fame. Over the entrance rests the likeness of 
acertain medisval lady who kept a tobacconists's 
shop near Wilton Place, and carried her Duke- 
worship to monomania. A knife and fork were 
laid for him at her table every day, and his ab- 
sence Was suppled by his bust.

Hope for California. 

“Evil doers” are no new enemy. The evils 
we have experienced are such only as are inci- 
dent to new settlements. The wicked men anid 
women who have inflicted them upon us are 
‘such as’ more or less infest sociéty in every new 
place. Like weeds in new soil, vice grows rank 
im new society, and a vicious disposition has 
not failed anywhere on our broad Territory to 
lead toan alarming indulgence during the first 
few years. This State has but repeated the 
early history of every other West of the Genesee 
‘and South of the Delaware. The only differ- 
ence, perhaps, between our evils and those of 
the West, is that here they are carried toa 
greater extreme. We are further removed from 
good influences than they. We have more 
money than they. We have traveled farther and 

_ been more exposed on the way. Great gains 
have induced hither more corrupters of youth. 
and rare opportunities draw together more plot- 

_ ters against the public good—still California is 
40 worse morally than was Missouri. It has 
never been-as bad as Arkansas or Texas. 
deed no city or town in the State has ever been 
worse than some of the first settlements of Wes- 
tern New York. 

And who that has passed through the valley 
of the Genesee, now morally as well as natur- 
ally beautiful, and remembers that society there 
once suffered from the evils and evil-dvers that 
now infest us, but will hope for the same im- 
provement in the vallies and on the shores of the 
Pacific! For the “evil dvers” that trouble us 
have been there and elsewhere repeatedly anid 
successfully subdued. 

For every generation of settlers has been fol- 
lowed by a generation of teachers and reformers 
And this succession of light upon darkness has 
kept the day breaking over the Continent. On 
the approach of a preacher of righteousness, the 
fallen Sabbath was again set up. That day as 
a centre gradually drew the other days of the 
week around it, and shed by its hallowed in- 
fluence light and life on all. The hardened. 
who had fled before Sabbaths and ministers in 
the East, finding their old enemies again among 
them, the reprovers of their deeds of shame, 
fled again to a still further hiding place in the 
West beyond. Respectability soon gathered 
around the rising church, which rose up before 

_ men like a heavenly monitor—vice ceased to be 
less open. Noise died out of public streets — 
Scoffers ere long began to bite their lips in 
silence. Gamblers fied, or hid themselves in 
narrow lanes, or upper rooms. Lewdness ceased 
to venture out by day. Ere long trade shut its 
doors on Sabbath days. Then in the advancing 
sentiment of a well ordered peeple dissipation 
became a reproach, and sobriety and piety a 
recommendation to any employment. Such 
has been the history of one settlement and State 
after another. as immigration has rolled over 
prairie and forest, followed in succeeding years 
by the institutions of education and religion to 
reform and improve. Western New York became 
thus like New England. Ohio like N. York. The 
river States like those of the mountains, aud the 
more Southern and Western more and more like 
the Middle and Northern. Light has ever kept 
the darkness retreating that gathered at first 
around the homes of the West. Else impene- 
trable night would have settled over the Conti- 
nent from the Alleghanies to the Desert, and 
poured its dark flood over the snowy mountains 
upon the shores of the great Ocean. 

What hope in the history of Western develop- 
ment for reform and progress on the Pacific '— 
The same elemennts of good and evil are here 
mixed, as there. Only the same evils are to be 
overcome. And the same counteracting agencies 
are here to subdue them. If some evils are 
here greater—some also are less. And if some 
advantages for their suppression are here want- 
ing, some of those we do possess have mure 
power. If wickedness be more independent, it 
is less hypocritical. If indifference to religion 
and reform be greater, there is less watching and 
laying in wait to thwart and defeat religious 
projects. If there be more worldliness there is 
also less bigotry. If Christians are less numer- 
ous, they are also less divided into sects. If 
God be more forgotten, elbesnte of His re- 
membrance and of the establishment and ob- 
servance of His laws is more clearly felt and 
more universally and openly acknowledged.— 
California hasshown what state of society prac- 
tical infidelity will produce. Events have al- 
ready transpired and are now transpiring to prove 
that Christ is the only hope, and the sufficient 
basis of needed reform. ; |

Some of our cities already assume something 
of the appearance of home on the Sabbath — 
Rational and intellectual! entertainments are vie- 


ing with the theatre during the week. Gambling 
saloons, though still open are not as numerous, 
nor as profitable as they have been. + J many 
of our municipal elections th®ir candidates have 
been most signally defeated. In some places 
local laws have closed the doors of trade and 


places of exhibition and dissipation on the Sab- 
bath. 


In others individuals have boldly tried 
the experiment of six days trade, and found 
their business doubled by the trial. In others 


still papers have been numerously signed, and. 


the hope universally expressed to close the 
stores, banking-houses and shops, on the first 
day of the week. Though the petition for a 
State law failed in the Legislatue, yet the nu- 
merous signatures to that prayer among all 
classes, both in the mountains and on shore, in- 
dicated a public sentiment far in advance of the 
most sanguine hope. Though we still mourn 
over the desolations of intemperance yet the 
success of various organizations for its suppres- 
sion has far exceeded al! expectation 

The profanity of the land was once unparal- 
leled, shocking even to the ear habituated to 
oaths, aud almost startling the swearer himself. 
But, though fearfully prevalent still, a most 
gratifying change has come over the land—as if 
but the echo of old oaths yet lingered in the 
hills. 

Licentiousness alone seems still unsatished. 
Lust yet burns at the vitals of our youth and 
manhood, pouring treasure and honor, aud ite 
into the lap of death. And yet we have seen 
the Auctioneer in the parlor of the strange wo- 
man selling out the extravagence her diminish- 
ed patronage could no longer sustain. We have 
seen her influence narrowing down to within a 
smaller sphere. Blushes nave deepened into 
shame, and shame has darkened into infamy on 
the face and name of those who once boldly 
crossed her thresh-hold. Lines of respectability 
are forming in society, that are shutting such 
corruptors of public morals out of circles where 
they covered up their guilt and passed for de- 
centmen. Fingers already point at them, and 
their names shall rot. Indignation is kindling, 
however slowly, aud the wrath of our insulted 
cities will vet burn through their thoroughfares 
to cleanse them of their pollution. When 
enough churches shall lift themselves into sight 
and hearing of these hautits of vice. and enough 
wives and danghters shall be here exposed to 
the open shame that disgraces us, incensed 
communities will swear the death of such pub- 
lie prostitution. 

Political fraud, too, seems scarcely unabated. 
And yet it has lost its terrible and controlling 
power. More eyes are on plotters of public 
wrong. They are better known, and have be- 
come objects of suspicion. Confidence in them 
is shaken, and thus their power of doing injury 
is Weakened. Enough of their schemes have 
come to light toawaken public fear, and hasten 
their political doom. 

— But the most favorable sign in social life is, 
the moderation of that * haste to be rueh” which 
bright so many snares upon us and pierced us 
through with many sorrows. Men are yet in 
haste, but the haste is not so desperate. Prin- 
ciples are yet sacrificed on the altar of mammon, 
but the recklessness and blindness of former 
deyotion has mostly disappeared. Men come 
for years now instead of months—while gather- 
ing families are all over the land settling per- 
manent houses. The interests of the people are 
therefore, a strengthening guard to virtue and 
morality. The Sabbath is everywhere rising up 
from its ruins. Schools are gathering in chil- 
dren from vagraney and crime. Churches are 
lifting themselves up, the ornameut of the vallies 
and the hills. the citadels and beacon lights of 
the shore. How beautiful on the mountains, the 
feet of them that bring “ glad tidings,” whose 
circuits and parishes now cover the State, and 
whose voices at this moment echo to each other 
from the snows to the sea. Prevalent as sin 
still is, bold as evil doers still remain, the way 
of the Lord is evidently preparing for a glorious 
visitation. And so excessive has been the wick- 
edness, we may expect a mighty reaction when 
the change shall come. Desperate as some 
may have thought our moral condition, yet in 
some good things our State has faken the lead of 
all others. We have more churches, more 
schools, more benevolent and charitable associ- 
ations, and more Christian pastors and religious 
papers supported on the sol, in proportion to our 
religious population, than any other State in the 
Union. We boast not, for we have enough-+er 
which to blush and be silent, but we speak of 
the fact gratefully, and only to inspire us with 
the cheerful faith of the Psalmist, as he counsels 
us “ Not to fret ourselves because of evil doers, 
nor be envious at the prosperity of the wicked.”

Honor and Influence. 

“ For Brutus is an bonorable man ; 
So are they all, all honorable men.” 

Mr. Evtrorn—We hear a great deal now-a- 
days about the “ code of honor ’—about this and 
that “ affair of honor,” and some ot the papers 
do not even condescend to speak in vulgar En- 
glish of so honorable matters, but head their pars 
agraphs with the polite and delicate French, 
“Une affaire dhonneur. 

We have often heard of “honor among thieves; ’ 
and under the flood of light pouring in upon us 
recently on this important subject, we are led to 
conclude that it is somewhat appropriate and 
peculiar to this and other equally honorable 
classes of our fellow-citizens. Certain it is, that 
our public leading men, whether in the councils 
of the State or Nation, are in no wise overt- 
scrupulous about appropriatt g to their own in- 
dividual use and benefit, the public funds, An 
office is chiefly valued for its perquisites ; i. e, 
the opportunity it affords one to thrust his hands 
deep down into the public pocket. This habit 
of peculation, so prevalent among public men, 
no doubt tends to render them so exceedingly 
sensitive in all points where their honor is touched. 

But how are the wounds inflicted on one’s 
honor healed! By a very simple process, ven- 
erable for its antiquity. It has descended to us 
from the well named Dark Ages. The two par- 
ties. the dishonored and the dishonorer, have ou- 
ly to meet in deadly conflict. and use every en- 
deavor, each to kill the other. Suppose the in- 
jurer slay the injured. Of course he proves his 
assertion, however false and slanderous every 
body may have believed it. He is not to blame 
for killing the man he had first wronged, for it 
was an allair of honor. But suppose the injured 
man kill his injurer. This is evidently just as it 
should be. Every man who does wrong should 
immediately be put to death by the suflerer, and 
then he will never repeat the wrong. And there- 
fore this admgrable * code of honor ” has provid- 
ed at least for the possibility of such an issue, 
with credit to the injured party. 

But neither party may be killed, or even hurt. 
No matter. They have both shown their readi- 
ness tocommit murder, and so have amply vin- 
dicated their honor. No one thereafter can ever 
call in question their being © honorable men,” 

Now let us look for a moment at the mfluence 
exerted by men occupying stations of honor and 
power. Not long since Hon. Mr. Gwin and Hon 
Mr. McCorkle, being after all but “ honorable 
men,’ were so untortunate a> to misunderstand 
each other in regard to some trivial matter.— 
One fancies himself insulted by the other, and 
seuds him a challenge, which is accepted. — 
They meet, aud each attempt to take the other's 
lite once and again, and again. Their friends in- 
terpose, and it is ascertained that they had 
been trying to kill each other, because one mis- 
understood the other! But these were honorable 
men, and so when a difficulty broke out be- 
tween one of the city authorities and the editor 
of a daily paper, they must needs follow their 
example. 

Two rival editors in a neighboring city con- 
clude that it will be an easier, and withal 
more honorable way of settling their contro- 
versies, to dash out each others brains, than 
to “ bother” their own by turning out lagic 
and argument. The physician thinks it better 
and more honorable to send a soul at once in- 
to the world of spirits than to kill or cure by 
the practice of his profession. Aud the infec- 
tion extends down to tradesmen’s: clerks, and 
beardless boys avenge fancied insults by tak- 
ing each other's lives! [ Even the Digger In- 
dians are now taking to the “ code,”"—see Pacific 
of last week. —Ed.| 

All these are.“ honorable men 
of honor” requires just this course, and every 
such transaction is an “ affair of honor!” 

Take another illustration of influence. | 
have known an “ honorable man,” one high in 
station, to refuse, on some petty personal ground, 
to pay his subscription towards a benevolent 
object. And | have seen men of no standin 
hin community copy his example, and appea 
to his authority ; for “ sure, he is an honorable 
man.” “So are they all, all honorable men,” 
and should stand approved by that “ code of 
honor” which regures murder, and the spirit 
which actuates Beelzebub.

Two thousand 
more will be shortly added, when a sum suffi- 
cient to purchase an eligible lot, and erect a suit- 
able building for all the purposes of the Chinese 
Mission, will have been secured through the 
generous and enlightened liberality of our citi- 
zens. Mr. Speer has succeeded in awakening 
a deep interest in behalf of his Mission, and 
some of the results are already seen.

The Common Schools of San Francisco are 
conducted in such a manner, as to reflect the 
highest degree of credit upon the cause of edu- 
cation and all engaged in them. We doubt if 
these educational institutions of the people, 
short as has been their existance among us, can 
be surpassed by those of any of the older cities 
of our Union. 

It was with pleasure that we witnessed the 
examination of District School No. 2. in Happy 
Valley, under the change of Mr. James Den- 
man, and two experienced female assistants. 

The School is a large one. and the proficiency 
exhibited by the classes. both in the elementary 
and higher branches, elicited the admiration of 
a large number of visitors. Seldom have we 
seen such an exhibition of correctness in every 
department. . The answers to the difficult ques- 
tions in Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic and 
other branches. were invariably correctly given, 
and the reading and declamation of the pupils 
exhibited a high degree of cultivation. 

Mr. Denman although a young man, has had 
considerable experience asa teacher of youth, 
and this examination is a convincing proof of 
his ability in his arduous and difficult vocation. 
No better evidence than the exhibition of Wed- 
nesday is needed to show that all parties con- 
cerned are entitled to the highest credit. Teach- 
ers, Parents and Pupils, have all cause to con- 
gratulate themselves. |

From the South. 


By thesteamer Gdliah, Capt. Hilliard, which 
reached here on Tuesday, we have the Los An- 
geles Star, of the 16th and 28d inst. Los Ange- 
les county seems to have been of late the scene 
of most daring crimes.’ Murders and robberies 
have been so frequent as to render it necessary 
for the citizens to organize and arm in self- 
defence. The store of Childs & Hicks at Los 
Angeles was robbed on the night of the 10th 
inst. of $8,000, in coin. Two nights after a 
Mexican was shot by some unknown person. 
On the afternoon of the 14th inst. a Mr. David 
Porter, on his way from San Pedro to Los Ange- 
les in company with Dr. John B. Wilson, was 
shot within four miles of the latter place, by one 
Vergara, whom he had hired to accompany him 
asa vaquero. Mr. Porter was intending to pur- 
chase cattle, and was supposed to have a large 
sum of money with him. Neither he nor Dr. 
Wilson were armed. Vergara had a double 
barrelled gun, and after killing Mr. Porter, pur- 
sued for a short distance Dr. Wilson, who suc- 
ceeded in escaping to Los Angeles, when the 
alarm was given, and the sheriff with a posse 
started in pursuit of the murderer. Mr. Porter 
was about thirty years old, originally from Vir- 
ginia, but more recently from Texas. He was 
said to be a lawyer by profession, and to have 
resided in California about a year. 

On the day following this occurrence, a large 
meeting was held in Los Angeles, and the fol- 
lowing resolutions adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That we organize a Mounted Police 
force to range in this county, for the purpose of 
arresting all suspicious persons wherever we 
may find them, and ridding the community of 
the same in such manner as may be advisable. 

Resolved, That we warn al] persons who have 
heretofore harbored robbers and assassins or fur- 
nished them means of escape, and in the event 
of their continuing so to do, that they be punish- 
ed with the greatest severity. 

Resolved, That we give three days warning to 
the whole vagrant class, taking down their names 
and description, and upon their failure to leave 
the county in the specified time, to remove them 
at all hazards. 

Resolved, That we continue the system here 
adopted until the peace and security of the com- 
munity are perfectly established. 

A company of fifteen men was then formed, 
of which B. D. Wilson, Esq. was chosen cap- 
tain, and another of sixteen men was organized 
at the Monte settlement, Charles H. Worden, 
captain. The Mormons at San Bernardino start- 
ed one of thirty-five men, and ten U. 8. soldiers 
from the military post at Jurupa went out on a 
scout. All had returned save four Americans: 
who were still in pursuit of the murderer, and 
were determined to follow him, if necessary, to 
Lower California, or Sonora. In the mean time 
the county had been well scoured and had be- 
come comparatively tranquil. 

CeLcesraTion at tae Monte.—The Star has 
a very interesting account of a Sabbath School 
Celebration of the Fourth at the Monte. This 
is a settlement on the low lands bordering the 
San Gabriel river, some twelve miles from Los 
Angeles. A richly bound copy of the Bible was 
presented by Miss M. A. King, in behalf of the 
ladies of the Monte to Mr. M. White, the Su- 
perintendent of the Sabbath School. The in- 
teresting and appropriate address of Miss King 
on presenting the gift, and the happy remarks of 
Mr. White in reply are published at length in 
the Star. The sentiments of both these address- 
es are admirable. The Bible is held up and 
magnified, and the necessity of early instructing 
the young in its divine principles strongly in- 
sisted upon. Says Mr. White— 

“Our forefathers who landed on Plymouth 
Rock, atid planted Churches in the wilderness, 
and Sabbath Schools, sought first of all things 
freedom to worship God. 

“Those pious men and women brought up 
their children in the fear of the Lord, and by so 
doing they left education, liberty, law and reli- 


zion as their legacy to their children. That le- 
wacy is ours, and long may it be perpetuated.” 


When utterances like these are heard on the 
banks of the San Gabriel, and shall be heard 
throughout Los Angeles county, a better day will 
dawn on that fair portion of our State. It is al- 
ready dawning, and “ the land of the olive and 
vine is becoming the abode of christian fami- 
lies, the home of schools, churches and social 
refinément. That Sabbath School celebration 
and its exercises is a most encouraging fact. 
We alluded last week to a similar one that took 
place at Los Angeles also on the Fourth. We 
welcome such intelligence im the Star. From 
its too frequent records of violence we turn with 
pleastre to its descriptions of scenes like that 
on the San Gabriel river.

THE LAPLANDERS. 


The inhabitants of [epland, are of 
eir language is similar to that 
of the French, from whom they are 
originally an offshoot. The Lapps i 
neral are of middle stature. 
ave heads, short necks, small 
brown- eyes, owing to the constant 
smoke in their huts, high cheek bones, 
thin beards and large hands. Those of 
Norway are distinguished from the Rus- 
siam Lapps by the blackness, luxuriance 
and gloss of their hair; the more north- 
ern portion of the races are somewhat 
larger, more muscular, and of a lighter 
complexion than the rest. Those of 
Sweden and Norway are, to soine extent. 
more cultivated, enterprising and indus- 
trious than those of - 
light of the test privations and 
hardships. The richest of the latter have 
not more than 800 reindeer, while the 
former possess from 2000°-to 3000. In 
Sweden and Norway, whoever owns 
from 400 to 500 passes for a man in 
Ynoderate circumstances; with 200 a 
small family with proper prudence can 


N 


live without suffering from want, but 


less than this number plunges a family 
into all the troubles of poverty. Who- 
ever has not more than fifty, adds his 
to those of some rich man, and becomes 
his servant—almost his slave; and is 
bound in the proper season to follow 
him to the hunting or fishing-grounds. 

Fish, game, and the flesh of the rein- 
deer are the usual food of the Lapps.— 
Bread they never eat, though of the rye 
meal, which they procure in Kola, or ‘of 
the fishermen in barter for. the products 
of their reindeer herds, they nabs a sort 
of flat or pan-cakes, mingling the meal 
with the pounded bark of trees. For 
this purpose the meal is first soaked in 
cold water, and the cakes baked upon a 
/ hotiron. They are eaten with butter 
or codfish oil, which is esteemed a great 
luxury. The mingling of the bark with 
the meal is not done merely for the sake 
of economy, the Lapps considering ‘it 
an excellent anti-scorbutic. They are 
very fond of salt, and eat nothing un- 
cooked. Their cookery is all done in 
untinned copper vessels, perhaps because 
in all Lapland there are no pewterers; 
more probably, however, it is a long-ce- 
scended custom, since in all Northern 
Asia the use of copper was formerly 
universal, and the art of overlaying that 
metal could hardly be known to the rude 
inhabitants. Nevertheless, cases of 
poisoning from the copper never occur, 
being rendered impossible by the perfect 
_ cleanliness of the copper vessels, which 
after every meal are scoured with sand 
till they shine like mirrors. Besides, 
after the food is sufficiently cooked, it is 
immediately poured into wooden vessels 
of home manufacture. 

The Norwegian and Swedish Lapp- 
make cheese of reindeer milk, and care- 
fully save for use all the whey. 

They milk their animals summer and 
winter, and freeze the milk which is set 
apart for cheese. ‘The woman consider 
a great luxury.» is remarkable for 

a odor, and has a_ rendy sale 
in at a rather high price. ‘lhe 
Russian Lapps have no idea of making 
cheese from their reindeer milk, although 
the manufacture, beyond a doubt, would 
be of great advantage to them. This 
milk is distinguished for its excellent 
flavor; in color avd consistency it is 
like thick cream from the milk of cows, 
and is remarkably nourishing.— Plough, 
Loom and Anvil. he 


THE MAGIC OF CHEMISTRY. 


Chemistry is one of the most attrac- 
tive sciences. From the beginning to 
the end, the student is surprised and de- 
lighted with the developements of the 
exact discrimination, as well as the 
power and capacity which are displayed 
in various forms of chemical action.— 
Dissolve two substances in the same 
fluid, and then by evaporation, or other- 
wise, cause them to reassume a solid 
form, and each particle Will unite with 
its own kind, to the entire exclusion of 
all others.
